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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's argument that "The 
examiner is attempting to combine patents in separate fields of technology and in separate technical environments that are solving 
completely different problems in their respective area of technology" page 14, second paragraph is nonanalogous art, it has been held that 
a prior art reference must either be in the field of applicant's endeavor or, if not, then be reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with 
which the applicant was concerned, in order to be relied upon as a basis for rejection of the claimed invention. See In re Oetiker, 977 F.2d 
1443, 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, Xu et al. teaches "The multiple home registration agents are implemented as 
multiple instantiations or threads of a home registration agent software program in a general purpose computer or other suitable device 
running a Microsoft Windows NT or a similar operating system. ... Similarly, multiple home tunneling agents could be implemented as 
multiple software instantiations running simultaneously in a router or switch. Thus, instead of implementing multiple discrete hardware 
devices to perform multiple home tunneling agent functions, multiple home tunneling agents could be provided in a single router, as 
separate instantiations of a home tunneling agent software program." (Col. 8, lines 27-45). Since Xu's home tunneling agents are software 
program, nothing precludes to be combined with mobile object code of Jagannathan et al. As to applicant's argument regarding resource 
availability at the home network. Applicant is directed to page 4 of the final rejection as Xu is combined with Salminen. 
In response to Applicant's arguments that the examiner prematurely cut off the prosecution of the application and that "amendments to the 
claims in response to the previous office action did not substantially change the subject matter of the claims to force the examiner to now 
use the Jagannathan, et al. in support of the claim rejections" pages 15-16. Examiner respectfully disagrees. The claims as originally 
presented where dealing with "registering a mobile object with a foreign network and moving the mobile object from a home network to a 
foreign network" which was so broad that Xu would read. Applicant introduced "the mobile object being computer language code", which 
made the claims narrower and in a different scope than as originally presented. Therefore, Jagannathan reference was necessitated by 
Applicant's amendment.. 
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
